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FOREIGN  HEWS  Oil  FLAX  AND  FLAXSEED 


THE  1925-36  OIL  SEED  ACREAGE  IN  INDIA. 


The  first  estimate  of  the  area  sown  to  flaxseed  in  India  for 
the  1925-26  season  is  2,753,000  acres.    Last  year  the  first  estimate 
y/^s  2,845,000  acres  and  the  final  estimate  3,695,000  acres.  Although 
the  first  estimate  for  the  1925-26  crop  is  2.7  per  cent  "below  that  of 
last  season,  it  is  abovp  all  other  first  estimates  for  the  last  ten 
years  with  the  exae-o^ion  of  that  of  1917-18  which  amounted  to  2,827,000 
acres.    The  1924-25  crop  amounted  to  21,640,000  "bushels,  or  a  yield  of 
about  5.9  bushels  per  acre.     The  average  yield  per  acre  for  the  last 
10  years  has  been  approximately  5.5  bushels. 

First  estimates  during  the  last  ten  years  have  averaged  about 
70  per  cent  of  the  final  acreage  figures,  except  in  1918-19,  when 
prolonged  drought  from  October  to  December  restricted  sowing  and  resulted 
in  a  final  figure  2  per  cent  below  the  first  estimate.    This  difference 
between  the  two  estimates  is  largely  accounted  for  by  the  addition  at 
the  time  of  the  final  estimate  of  figures  for  the  mixed  crop  of  the 
United  Provinces,  consisting  of  flaxseed  interspersed  with  gram,  barley 
etc.  the  data  for  which  are  not  earlier  available.    The  difference 
between  the  two  estimates  has  averaged  approximately  630,000  acres  for 
the  last  10  yerxrs.    The  estimates  are  based  upon  reports  from  provinces 
and  states  which  have  averaged  about  99  per  cent  of  the  total  flaxseed 
area  of  India  during  the  r>ast  decade . 

The  1925-26  rape  and  mustard  seed  area  is  estimated  to  be  3,366, 
000  acres  comp -red  with  the  first  estimate  of  3,528,000  acres  last 
'season  when  the  final  acreage  was  6,376,000  acres.     The  first  estimates 
of  rape  and  mustard  seed  sown  for  the  pa.st  three  seasons  have  averaged 
between  55  and  53  per  cent  of  the  final  acreage  figures.

THE  WORLD  FLAXSEED  SITUATION 


March  17,  1926 


The  total  1925  production  of  flaxseed  in  18  countries  for  which" 
statistical  returns  have  been  received  in  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
up  to  the  present  date,  is  estimated  at  138,997,000  bushels  compared 
with  110,322,000  bushels  produced  by  the  same  countries  in  1924.  In 
1923  and  1924  these  18  countries  (See  Table  1)  produced  approximately 
83  per  cent  of  the  world  flax  crop,  and  in  the  five  ye-^rs  preceding  the 
war  accounted  for  approximately  30  per  cent  of  world  production,  or 
89,132,000  bushels   rat  of  an  estimated  world  crop  of  111,500,000  bushels. 
The  only  important  flaxseed  producing  country  not  included  in  this  total 
is  British  India,  for  which  no  official  returns  are  as  yet  available  for 
the  1925-26  crop.     In  1924-25  British  India  produced  approximately 
21,600,000  bushels. 

The  four  principal  flaxseed  producing  countries  included  in  the 
foreoging  calculations  are  Argentina,  United  Sta.tes,  Russia  and  Canada. 
The  combined  production  of  these  four  countries  in  1925  was  130,909,000 
bushels,  and  in  1923  and  1924  they  produced  approximately  77  per  cent  of 
the  world  crop. 

Argentina  Surplus  Biff  Factor 

Argentina,  which  during  the  three  yenrs  1922  -  1924  produced  over 
40  per  cent  of  the  total  world  production,  not  only  retains  her  position 
as  the  leading  flaxseed  producing  country  in  the  world,  but  her  contri- 
bution to  the  world  flaxseed  supply  this  year  is  considerably  above  previous 
years,  the  crop  being  estimated  at  75,000,000  bushels  or  65  per  cent 
above  1-st  year's  production.     The  record  breaking  crop  in  Argentina  this 
season  will  mean  an  exportable  surplus  variously  estimated  at  from 
57,000,000  to  69,000,000  bushels.    The  distribution  of  this  surplus,  to- 
gether with  the  European  demand  for  flaxseed  and  linseed  oil,  will  play 
a  dominant  part  in  the  domestic  flaxseed  situation  during  the  coming  crop 
year. 

The  principal  flaxseed  exporting  countries  are:  Argentina,  British 
India,  and  Canada.    The  combined  exports  of  these  three  countries  in  1925 
amounted  to  57,935,000  bushels,  as  compared  with  69,564,000  bushels  in 
1924,  when  the  exports  represented  ov~r  9C  psr  cent,  of  th*  raair«aienfc'. of. flax- 
seed entering  into  international  trade  that  year.    The  principal  flaxseed 
importing  countries  are:    The  United  States,  United  Kingdom,  Netherlands, 
Germany  and  France.    The  total  imports  of  these  five  countries  in  1925 
amounted  to  56,029,000  bushels  as  compared  with  57,416,000  bushels  in  1924, 
in  which  year  their  imports  represented  over  80  per  cent  of  the  flaxseed 
entering  into  international  trade. 
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G-rman  Imports  Increase 

On?  of  the  significant  development  of  the  international  trade 
is  flaxseed  during  the  year  was  the  increase  of  4,762,000  bushels  ov-r 
1924  in  the  German  imports,  while-  the  imports  into  the  United  Kingdom 
show  a  decline  from  1924  of  substantially  the  same  quantity  (4,225,000 
bushels).     On  the  other  hand,  the  United  Kingdom  imported  33y445,000 
pcunds  of  linseed  oil  in  1925  as  compered  with  only  5,902,000  pounds 
in  1924,  while  the  German  imports  of  linseed  oil  fell  only  from  68,508,000 
pounds  in  1924  to  58,779,000  pounds  in  1925.     Before  the  war,  Germany  end 
the  United  Kingdom  imported  substantially  the  same  quantity  of  flaxseed, 
i.e.,  about  15,500,000  bushels,  while  the  imports  of  lirceed  oil  in  each 
country  were  just  about  balanced  by  the  exports  of  linseed  oil.  (See 
Table  9). 

United  States  Production  end  Requirements 

The  United  States  produces  considerably  less  than  its  domestic 
requirements  of  flaxseed.     In  1924,  when  we  had  an  unusually  large  crop 
(31,711,000  bushels),  the  imports  of  flaxseed  and  seed  equivalent  of 
linseed  oil  amounted  to  14,677,000  bushels,  making  the  total  available 
supply  of  45,388,000  bushels.     The  total  amount  of  flaxseed  used  in  the 
production  of  linseed  oil  in  the  United  States  during  the  12  months 
ending  June  30,  1925,  according  tc  returns  Blade  to  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  amounted  to  40,511,000  bushels,  compered  with  36,202,000  bushels 
used  during  the  12  months  ending  June  30,  1924.     The  imports  of  flaxseed 
and  linseed  oil  (in  terms  of  seed)  during  the  7  months  ending  January  31, 
1926  amounted  tc  9,262,901  bushels.    Flaxseed  used  in  the  production  of 
linseed  <~il  during  the  six  months  ending  December  30,  1926  amounted  to 
19,620,000  "bushels,  or  slightly  more  than  the  quantity  of  flaxseed 
crushed  during  the  corresponding  period  of  1924  (See  Table  5).  The 
latest  estimate  nieces  the  1925  flaxseed  crop  in  the  United  States  at 
22,007,000.  bushels. 

Fi-xsc-ed  i-rices 

During  the  two  years  immedir tely  preceding  the  World  War  (1912-13 
end  1913-14),  the  average  annual  price  of  flaxseed  at  Minneapolis,  our 
chief  primary  market,  was  $1.28  and  $1.52  a  bushel,  respectively.  Dur- 
ing the  war  prices  began  to  rise  and  reached  their  maximum  in  1919-1920, 
when  the  aver ego  price  for  the  year  was  $4.52  a  bushel.     In  the  spring  of 
1921,  the  price  of  flaxseed  declined  with  other  commodities  and  by  April 
of  that  year  the  price  reached  a  new  low  level  of  $1.58  a  bushel.  Following 
the  enactment  of  the  Emergency  Tariff  in  May,  1921,  the  price  of  flaxseed 
b?g~n  to  rise  and  by  January,  1922,  had  reached  $2.15  a  bushel.  Since 
then  the  price  of  flaxseed  has  never  been  les3  than  that  amount  and  for 
the  1924  crop  the  average  was  $2.72  a  bushel,  the  highest  price  since  the 
war  and  post-war  periods.

SECOND  INDIAN  LINSEED  ESTIMATE  BELOW  LIST  TEAR 
The  second  estimate  of  2,918,000  acres  for  the  area  sown  to 
linseed  in  India  for  the  1925-26  season  is  slightly  above  the  first 
estimate  this  season  of  2,768,000  acres,  but  3  per  cent  below  the 
3,019,000  acres  reported  at  the  sane  time  last  year,  according  to 
the  Indian  Trade  Journal.    Final  acreage  for  the  3.924—25  season 
amounted  to  3,695,000  acres.    A  later  trade  report  states  that  the 
quality  of  the  linseed  crop  in  the  Central  Provinces  and  in  parts  of 
the  United  Provinces  has  been  damaged  by  untimely  rains  and  the  yield 
may  be  somewhat  rediiccd. 

The  area  under  rape  and  mustard  seed,  so  far  reported,  amounts 
to  3,299,000  acres  compared  with  a  revised  figure  of  3,695f000  acres 
for  the  second  estimate  last  year.     The  final  acreage  of  these  crops 
last  year  was  6,376,000  acres. 

The  condition  of  all  of  the  crops  montioned,  at  the  time  of 
the  estimates'  was,  on  the  whole,  reported  to  be  fair. 

ARGENTINE  FLAXSEED  ESTIMATE  UNCHANGED 
The  third  estimate  of  flaxseed  production  in  Argentina  is 
placed  at  75,075,000  bushels  according  to  a  cablegram  from  the  Inter- 
national Institute  of  Agriculture  at  Rome  which  is  practically  the 
same  as  the  first  estimate  received  in  November.     This  is  an  increase 
of  66.5  per  cent  over  1924-25  when  production  amounted  to  45,084,000 
bushels . 
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1925-26  OILSEEDS  CROP  OF  INDIA  BELOw  LAST  SEASON . <ss£>^ 

The  1925-26  flaxseed  crop  of  India  is  estimated  at  16,039,000 
bushels  or  25.9  per  cent  "below  the  large  1924-25  crop  of  21,640,000  ■ 
bushels,  according  to  a  cable  received  in  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
from  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture  at  Rome.     In  spite  of 
this  large  decrease  in  India,  which  is  one  of  the  important  world  flax- 
seed producers,  total  world  production  for  the  1925-26  season  is  con- 
siderably above  that  of  1924-25  due  largely  to  the  enormous  crop  of 
Argentina  previously  reported.    The  production  in  India,  together  with 
a  few  minor  changes  in  other  countries,  brings  the  total  flaxseed  pro- 
duction in  20  countries  for  which  statistical  returns  have  been  received, 
to  approximately  155,386,000  bushels  compared  with  132,175,000  bushels 
produced  by  the  same  countries  in  1924-25. 

The  production  of  rape  and  mustard  seed  in  India  for  the  1925-26 
season  is  placed  at  1,018,100  short  tons  compared  with  1,313,000  short 
tons  last  season,  a  decrease  of  22.5  per  cent. 

Preliminary  figures  on  flax  sowings  for  the  1926  season  have 
been  received  from  five  countries.     These  countries,  however,  are  not 
of  sufficient  import nnce  to  give  an  indication  of  the  situation  for 
this  season.     The  figure  for  Esthonia  indicates  a  large  decrease  from 
last  year's  figure  but  is  only  slightly  below  the  area  of  approximately 
76,000  acres  sown  in  both  1923  and  1924.

FLAXSEED  OUTLOOK  FOP.  1926-27 


Latert  report r  on  flaxseed  production  for  the  Northern  Hemis- 
phere excluding  India  continue  to  indicate  a  crop  "below  that  of  1925 
although  the  September  reports  for  the  United  States  and  Canada  show 
some  improvement  over  the  reports  of  August  1.  The  crops  for  these 
two  countries,  which  provided  about  20  per  cent  of  the  world's  total 
in  1925,  are  estimated  at  15  per  cent  below  those  of  last  year,  on  the 
basis  of  the  September  1  condition. 

No  definite  indication  of  the  size  of  the  Russian  flaxseed  crop 
has  been  received.    The  condition  of  the  Russian  flax  crop  on  August 
15  was  reported  by  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture  to  be 
slightly  above  average  but  below  the  condition aat  the  same  time  last 
year.    Earlier  reports  had  indicated  an  increase  of  about  10  per  cent 
in  flax  acreage  over  last  year.    An  increase  in  Russian  flaxseed  pro- 
duction of  8  to  10  per  cent  would  not  offset  the  decrease  reported  for 
North  America.    Unofficial  reports  recently  received  from  Russia.tend 
to  indicate  less  favorable  conditions  there. 

A  preliminary  forecast  of  the  1926-27  crop  of  Argentina  places 
the  acreage  at  6,o00s000  acres  compared  with  a  final  estimate  of 
6,201,100  acres  sown  in  1925-26.     Sowing  of  the  new  crop  in  India  is 
now  in  progress*    The  first  estimate  of  acreage  will  not  be  available 
until  December  cr  January. 

C0nditions  are  varied  in  European  countries  other  than  Russia 
where  the  crop  is  grown  for  both  seed  and  fiber.     In' Latvia  the  crop 
has  been  improved  slightly  in  the  last  few  weeks  due  to  favorable  rains, 
according  to  a  Trade  Journal.     In  Hungary,  Northern  Ireland  ant  the 
Irish  Free  State  the  crops  are  said  to  be  7>r  ogres  sing  well  ana  satis- 
factory yields  are  expected.    ".*et  weather  has  done1  some  damage  in  Belgium 
and  the  Netherlands  reports  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture. 

The  cultivation  of  flax  is  said  to  be  increasing  in  North  Man- 
churia according  to  Ccnsv.I  Lilliestrom.     In  the  spring  of '1926  an  approxi- 
mate total  of  1,08C  acres  was  placed  under  the  plant  in  North  Manchuria 
exclusive  of  small  scattered  acreages  along  the  eastern  branch  of  the 
Chinese  Eastern  Railway.     The  Consul  states  that  there  is  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  most  of  this  year's  reed  will  be  re  sown  and  that  in  1927  from 
8,000  to  10*000  acres  will  be  placed  under  flax.     It  is  hoped  that  an 
expert  trade  in  linseed  may  result  from  this  extension.     The  fiber  will 
be  consumed  locally  for  the  manufacture  of  linen  b?gs  and  rough  cloth.

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FOREIGN  NEWS  ON  FLAX  AND  FLAXSEED 
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WORLD  FLAXSEED  CRC?  OF  1526 


Estimates  of  flaxseed  production  have  now  "been  received  for  all 
important  producing  countries  except  India,  which  country  in  the  last  four 
years  has  produced  on  an  average  about  15  per  cent  of  the  world  total. 
Total  production  for  the  15  countries  reporting  amounts,  according  to 
present  estimates,  to  123,993,300  "bushels  which  is  5.1  per  cent  less  than 
the  135,960,616  bushels  produced  in  those  countries  last  year  tut  much 
higher  than  any  other  crop  in  the  post-war  period.     It  is  also  40.0  per 
cent  above  the  average  for  the  pre-war  period  of  1909-13. 

Considerable  reductions  are  shown  in  comparison  with  last  year  in 
the  crops  of  the  United  States  and  Canada,  the  United  States  crop  being 
13.2  ner  cent  below  and  the  Canadian  27.8  per  cent  below.     The  United 
States  crop  is  still  a  high  production,  being  exceeded  only  by  the  crops 
of  1325,  1924  and  1912  in  the  17  years  beginning  1909.     The  Canadian 
crop  is  about  normal. 

The  Argentine  crop  is  4.6  per  cent  below  the  bumper  crop  of  1925 
but  is  higher  than  any  other  crop  on  record.    The  crop  is  reported  to  be 
in  good  condition  generally  although  slight  damage  has  occurred  as  a  re- 
sult of  rains  during  the  last  half  of  November  and  the  first  half  of 
December. 


The  Russian  estimate  of  25,904,000  bushels  is  9.1  per  cent  larger 
than  the  1325  estimate,  despite  earlier  Russian  newspaper  reports  indi- 
cating a  probable  decrease.  This  is  the  largest  crop  reported  for  pres- 
ent Russian  territory.  Russian  trade  reports  reflect  some  dissatis- 
faction among  the  peasants  of  that  country  as  a  result  of  the  low  prices 
received  for  the  1325  crop .which  nay  be  reflected  in  a  reluctance  to  put 
the  present  crop  on  the  market. 

For  the  flaxseed  crop  of  India,  which  is  harvested  not  long  after 
the  Argentine,  the  first  estimate  of  acreage  is  not  expected  until  about 
January  1.     The  Indian  crop  in  the  past  17  years  has  ranged  from  9,400,000 
bushels  to  25,000,000  bushels.     Last  year's  crop  was  16,040,000  bushels.
